To this Party the Rev. Mr. Forbes and Mr. 
Rice were ſent by the Honorable correſpon- 
ding Scotch Commiſſioners in Boſton, and ga- 
thered a Church conſiſting of 12 or 14 Mem- 
bers in 1762. But the laſt Spring the Famine 
prevailed in that Place before Mr. Smith could 
get there, ſo that the Indians were obliged to 
remove and diſperſe, in order to get a living, 
til their Corn ſhould be fit to eat. And ac- 
cordingly, Mr. Smith, with Mr. Gunn his In- 
terpreter, went to the largeſt Party of them, 
who were for the preſent ſet down by the 
Lake Ut/age, at the Head of Su/quehanna-Ri- 
ver; where he put Moſes, one of the afore- 
mentioned Mohawk Boys, into a ſmall.School, 
- inſtead of Joſeph Woolley who was appointed 
School-maſter to that Tribe, but was then ſick 
at Cherry-V alley. TheActowunt of this School 
I give in the Words of Mr. Smith's Letter, da- 
ted at ſaid Lake, Auguſt 3d 1765.—— I am

But there were not many of them in- 


clined to ſend their Children to learn Engliſh. 
The Chief Sachem ſaid, they might learn 
enough in Indian; which Notion, I ſuppoſe, 


be and that Party imbibed from ſome white 
People who had been there. But after Pe / er's 


return to them from hence in the Spring, they 


ſeemed unanimouſly inclined to have an Eng- 
iſh School ſet up; and are much engaged to 
introduce Agriculture among them, and have 


lately petitioned earneſtly to be aſſiſted there- 


in by the Engliſh, and deſire to have Mills 
built, and a Blackſwith ſettled with them, and 
Jo many of the. Exgliſb to ſettle among them, 
as ſhall be neceſſary to inſtruct them in theſe 
Affairs. They promiſe they will obſerve and 
obey to theit utmoſt, all the Advice and In- 
ſtruction ſent them by Peter laſt Spring.

At that Place he purpoſed to 
ſpend the moſt of his Time this Year ; and 
takes Johaunes with him for his Interpreter, who | 
has hitherto ſerved him in thatCapacity ; and at 1 
proper Seaſons to viſit the Schools which he 
has erected. 

David-Fowler met with a kind Reception 
among the Indians at Oneida ; and ſet up a 
School among them in May, conſiſting of 26 
Scholars, and continued in it ſome Weeks. br 
He alfo taught a ſinging School, in which the 
Indians made great Proficiency, and had lear- = 

"ad well to Carry three Parts to ſeveral Tunes. 
— "E434 They 
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They promiſed to build him a Houſe, and be- 
gan to prepare Materials, ( i.e. HemlockBark ) 
to build it. They alſo promiſed him a free 
Uſe and Improvement of their Lands, and to 
aſſiſt him in clearing and fencing them; and 
were many ways exerting themſelves to ſet 
up Huſbandry, and deſired him to inſtruct 
them therein. But by reaſon of the Famine 
which prevailed among them, they were o- 
bliged to remove with theirChildren 'til their 
Corn ſhould be fit to eat; and deſired David 
to come down to New-England, and procure 
a Carpenter, who might be able to build them 
Houſes, make Ploughs, Carriages, &c. for 
them; and defired he would return to them 
when they ſhould be able to ſubſiſt in their 
Country; which he has alſo done. They 
alſo promiſed to ſend theirChildren to School, 
and ſuitably encourage Him in governing 
them, &c. He yet finds difficulty in commu- 
nicating to them the Things of Religion, not 
being ſufficiently Maſter of their Language, 
and having no ſkilful Interpreter with him. 
But he hopes this will be ſoon remedied by. his 
becoming compleat Maſter of their 'Tongue. 


Mr. Kirtland, who went among that ſavage 
and brutiſh Tribe, the Senecas, laſt Fall, ſoon 
after thePeace was ſettled with them, to learn 
their Language, and fit himſelf, and prepare 
the Way for a Miſſion among them, was o- 
bliged, on account of the Famine which pre- 

| | vailed 
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down, and wheri he riſes up :” And ſpeak 


with as much Life and Spirit as the Nature 
and Importance of the Matter require, which 
is very much loſt when communicated by an 
Interpreter, 


3. INDIAN Miſſionaries may be ſuppoſed 


better to underſtand the Tempers and Cuſtoms 


of Indians, and more readily to conform to 
them in a thouſand Things * the Engliſh 


can; and in Things wherein the Nonconfor- 


mity of the Engliſh may cauſe Diſguſt, and 
be conſtrued as the Fruit of Pride, and an 


Evidence and Expreſſion of their Scorn and 


Diſreſpect. 


Tu E Influence of their own Sons among 


them will likely be much greater than of any 
Engliſpman whatſoever. They will look up- 
on ſuch an one as one of them, his Intereſt 
the ſame with theirs; and will naturally eſ- 
teem him as an Honour to their Nation, and 
be more likely to ſubmit patiently to his In- 
ſtructions and -Reproafs than to any Engliſh 
Miſſionary. This is quite evident in the Caſe 


of Mr. Occom, whoſe Iufluence among the 
Indians, even of his own Tribe, 1 is much grea- 
ter than any other Man's; and when he ſhall 
ſettle and live decently, and in Faſhion, * 
mong them, will likely do more to invite 
them to imitate his Manner of Living, than 


any Engliſhman. 
„ Tn E Acquaintance andFriendſhip which 
_ TadianBoys ſrom different and diſtant Tribes and 


Places, will contract and cultivate, while to- 
C gether | 
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| gether at School, may, and if they are zea- 
Pully affected will, be improved much for 
the Advantage and Furtherance of the De- 
ſign of their Miſſion; while they ſend to, hear 
from, or vilit one another, confirming the 
Things which have been ſpoken. And this 
- without ſo much Ceremony to introduce one 
another, as will be neceſſary in the Caſe of 
Enghſh Miſſionaries ; and without the Cumber 
and Expence of Interpreters. 

6. INDIAN Miſſionaries will not diſdain to 

own Engliſh ones, who ſhall be Aſſociates 
with them, ( where the Engliſh can be intro- 
duced )) as elder Brethren ; nor ſcorn to be 
_ adviſed or reproved, counſeled or conducted 
by them; eſpecially ſo long as they ſhall be 
ſo much dependent upon the Exgliſh for their 
Support; which will likely be till God has 
made them his People; and then, likely, they 
will not ſtand in ſuch need of Exgliſb Guides 
and Counſellors. And they will mutually 
help one another, to recommend the Deſign 
to the favourable Reception and good Liking 
of the Pagans, remove their Prejudices, con- 
ciliate their Friendlhip, and induce them to 
repoſe due Confidence in the Engliſh. 
F. Is this Schcol, Children of different Na- 
tions may, and eaſily will learn one another's 
Language, and Englith Youth may learn of 
them; and ſo ſave the vaſt Expence and 
Trouble of Interpreters ; and their Miniſtry 
be much more acceptable and edifying to the 
J Þ:diaas.

* 
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8. TERRE is no ſuch thing as ſending 
Engliſh Miſſionaries, or ſetting up and main- 
taining Engliſh Schools to any good Purpoſe, 
in moſt Places among them, as their Temper, 
State and Condition have been and ſtill are. 
It is poſſible a School may be maintained to 
| ſome good Purpoſe, at Qnohoquagee, where 
there have been heretofore ſeveral faithful 
Miſſionaries, by the Bleſſing of God upon 
whoſe Labours the Indians are in ſome Mea- 
ſure ciyilized, fome of them baptized, a Num- 
ber of them in a Judgment of Charity, real 
Chriſtians ; and where they have. a Sachem, 
who is a Man of Underſtanding, Virtue, Stea-- 
dineſs, and entirely friendly to the Deſign of 
propagating the Goſpel among them, and 
zealous to promote it. And where the Hon. 
Scotch Commiſſioners, I hear, have ſent two 
Miſſionaries, and have made ſome Attempt to 
ſet up a School. But at 7eningo, a little be- 
yond, they will by no means admit an Engliſh 
Miſſionary to reſide among them. And tho' 
they were many of them under great Awa-_ 
kenings and Concern, by God's Bleſſing on 
the Labours of a Chriſtian Indian from theſe 
Parts ; yet ſuch was the violent Oppoſition 
of Numbers among them, that it was thought 


by no means ſafe for an Engli/hmau to go a- 


mong them, with Deſign to tarry with them. 
And like to this is the Caſe with the Parties 
of 1udiang, for near an hundred Miles together, 
on the Weſt Side of Suſquehanah River. Ano- 
ther School or two. may poſſibly be ſet up 
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with Succeſs among the Mohawks, where 


Mr. Ogilvie and other Epiſcopal Miſſionaries | 


have beſtowed much Labour, to good Pur- 
poſe; and where they have got into the Way 
of cultivating their Lands for a Living, and 


fo have more Ability to ſupport their Chil- 


dren, and leſs Occaſion to ramble abroad with 
them. But even in theſe Places we may find 


it more difficult than we imagine before the 


Trial be made (though I would by no means 
diſcourage the Trial of every feaſible Method 
for the accompliſhing this great Deſign) but 
by Acquaintance with the Schools which the 
Hon. London Commiſſioners have with pious 
Zeal, ſet up and maintained among the ſeve- 


ral Tribes in theſe Parts, I am much confir- 


med in ſuch Sentiments. Theſe Parties live 


amongſt, and are encompaſſed by the Engliſh, 


have long had good Preaching, and Numbers 
of them appear'to be truly godly. Yet ſach 
is the ſavage Temper of many, their want of 


due Eſteem for Learning, and Gratitude to 


their BenefaQors, and eſpecially their want of 
Government, that their School-Maſters, tho' 


ſkilful and faithful Men, conſtantly complain. 


they can't keep the Children in any Meaſure 
conſtant at School. Mr. Clelland the School- 


Maſter at Mohegan has often told me what 


unwearied Pains he has taken by viſiting, and 


diſcourfing with their Parents, &c. to remedy | 
this Evil, and after all can't accompliſh ir. 


The Children are ſuffered to neglect their At- 


Time, 
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tendance .on Inſtruction, and waſte much 
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Time, by which means 4 don't learn ſo 
much in Toveral Years as they might, and o- 
thers do in one, who are taken out of the 
reach of their Parents, and out of the way of 
Indian Examples, and are kept to School un- 
der good Government and conſtant Inſtruc- 
tion. I the rather mention this Inſtance, be- 
cauſe of the well-known Fidelity and Skill of 
that good Gentleman, and becauſe that Tribe 
are as much civilized, and as many of them 
Chriſtianized, as perhaps any Party of them 
in this Government. And by all I can learn, 
it is no better in this reſpect with any other. 
They are ſo diſaffected towards a good and 
neceſſary Government, that as gentle an Ex- 
erciſe of it as may be, and anſwer the Deſign 
of keeping up Order aud Regularity in any 
Meaſure among them, will likely ſo diſguſt 
them as to render the Caſe worſe rather than 
better. Captain Martin Kellog complain d of 
this as his great Diſcouragement in the School 
at Stockbridge, notwithſtanding he underſtood 
as well as any Man the Diſpoſition of Indians, 
and had the Advantage of knowing their 
Language and Cuſtoms, having been ſo long 
a Captive among them, and was high in their 
Affection and Elteem ; yet he was obliged to 
take the Children home to Weathersfield with 
him, quite away from their Parents,. before 
he could exercife that Government which was 
neceſſary in order to their profiting at School. 
But as to moſt Places, there is no ſuch thing 
at 4 N as introducin 55 either EngliſhSchool- 
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Maſters or Miſſionaries to continue with 
them; fuch are their Prejudices in general, 
and ſuch the malevolent, and ungovernable 
Temper of ſome, that none but an Indian 
would dare venture his Life among them. 
- AND beſides all this, they are fo extremely 
Poor, and depend ſo much upon Hunting 
for a Livelihood, that they are in no Capacity 
toi ſupport their Children at School, if their 
r for it were ever ſo good. 
MR. Occom informed me by a Letter from 
the Oneida Country laſt Summer, and the 
fame Account 1 had alfo from the young Man 
| which I fent there, that the Indians, were al- 
moſt: ſtarved, having nothing to live upon 
but what they. got by Fiſhing, Fowling and 
Hunting, that he had no other Way to come 
at them, to preach to them, but by following 
them from Place to Place in their Hunting. 
And though the Condition of all may not be 


quite ſo indigent as of theſe, nor the Condi- 


tion of theſe at all. Times quite ſo bad as it 
was then, yet it is well known that they uni- 
verſally depend upon Roving and Hunting 
mainly for their Support; and whoever has 
heard the conſtant Complaint of Miſſionaries, 


and the Matter of their Diſcouragement, or has 


only read what the Reverend Meſſi'rs. Sergeant 
and D. Brainerd have wrote upon this Head, 
can't charge me with writing without ſ ufficient 
Evidence, and good nee f 1 Es no 
Aan but N 
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aint what are a few nnen where 
cchooks may poſſibly be maintained to ſome 
good Purpoſe, compared with thoſe Tribes 
and Nations of them, where there are no 
Circumſtances at preſent, but their Miſery 


and Neceſſity, to invite us ſo much as to 


make the Trial. 


By the Bleſſing of God on his late Majeſty' s 


Arms, there is now, no doubt, a Door open- 
ed for a hundred Miſſionaries; and ( unleſs 
we can find ſuch as can ſpeak to them in 
their own Language ) for as many Interpre- 
ters; and perhaps for ten Times that Number, 
provided we could find ſuch as are ſuitable 
for the Buſineſs, and ſuch as may be introdu- 


ced in a Way agreeable to the Savages, and 
ſo as to avoid the bad Effects of their Prejudi- | 


ces againſt the Engliſh. But, 

. THERE are very few or no Interpreters, 
who are ſuitable” and well-accomplithed for 
the Buſineſs, to be had. Mr. Occom found 
great Difficulty laſt Year in his Miſſion on this 


Account. And not only the Cauſe, but his 
_ own Reputation ſuffered much by the Un- 


faithfulneſs of the Man he employed. 
Isve rost the Interpreters now employed 


by che Hon. Commiſſioners are the beſt that 
are co be had at preſent. But how many 
Nations are there for whom there is no In- 


terpreter at all, except, it may, be, ſome ig- 
norant and perhaps vicious Perſon, wha has 


been their Captive, and whom it is utterly 


unſafe to truſt in Matters of ſuch eternal Con- 


ſequence. 


— 
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ſequence. And how ſhall this Difficulty be 
remedied ? It ſeems it muſt be by one of theſe 
two Ways, viz. either their Children muſt 
come to us, or ours go to them. But who 
will venture their Children with them, unleſs 
with ſome of the civilized Parties, who have 
given the ſtrongeſt Teſtimonies of their 
Friendſhip ? If it be ſaid, that all the Natives 
are now at Peace with us: It may be, their 
Chiefs, and the better-temper'd Part of them 
are ſo. But who does not know that their 
Leagues and Covenants with us are little 
worth, and like to be ſo till they become 
Chriſtians? And that the tender Mercies of 
many of them are Cruelty ? Who is ſo unac- 
quainted with the Hiſtory of them, as not to 
know, there is Reaſon to think, there are 
many among their lawleſs Herds, who would 
gladly embrace an Opportunity to commit a 
ſecret Murder on ſuch Engliſh Youth ?—Even 
Mr. Occom, though an Indian, did not think it 
ſafe for him, being of another Tribe and 


Language, and in ſuch Connections with the 
Engliſb, to go among the numerous Tribe of 


the Senecas, where he had no Ae of his 
Blood for them to fear. 
WHEN, and as ſoon: as the Method 


poſed by the Rev'd Meſſ.

11. WE have the greateſt Security. we Can 


have, that when they are educated and fitted 
for it, they will be employed in that Buſineſs. 


There is no likelihood at all that they, will, 
though ever ſo well qualified, get into Buſi- 
nefs, either as School-Maſters or Miniſters, 


among the Engliſh; at leaſt till the Credit of 


their Nations be raiſed many. Degrees above 
what it now is, and conſequently they can't 
be employed as will be honorable for them, 


or in any Buſineſs they will be fit for, but a- 


mong their own Nation. And it may rea- 
ſonably be ſuppoſed, their Compaſſion towards 
their. © Brethren according to the Fleſh” w ill 
moſt naturally incline them to, dad determine 
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them upon ſuch an Eriploymene as they were 
fitted and deſigned for. And beſides all this, 


abundant Experience has taught us, that ſuch 
4 chafige of Diet, and manner of Living as 


Miſſionaries muſt generally come into, will 


not conſiſt with the Health of many Exgliib- 


men. And they will be obliged on hat Ac- 


count to leave the Service, though otherwiſe 
well diſpoſed to ir. Nor can this Difficulty 


be avoided at preſent (certainly not without 
great Expence.) But there is no great Dan- 


ger or Difficulty in this Reſpect as to Indians, 


who will only retura to what they were uſed 
to from their Mother's Womb. 


As there may alſo be admitted into this

ag ſach a School, their Studies may be di- 
rected with a ſpecial View to the Deſign of 
their Miſſion. Several Parts of Learning, 
which have no great Subſerviency to it, and 


which will conſume much Time, may be leſs 


purſued, and others moſt neceflary made their 
chief Study. And they may not only learn 
the Pagan Languages, but will naturally get 
an Underſtanding of their Tempers, and ma- 
ny of their Cuſtoms, which muſt needs be 
ufeful to Miſſionaries, And inſtead of a deli- 
cate Manner of Living, they may by Degrees, 
as their Health will bear, enure themſelves to 
ſuch a Way of Living as will be moſt conve- 
nient for them to come Into when on their 
Miſſion. 

AND if the one half of the Indian Boys thus 
educated ſhall prove good and uſeful Men, 
there will be no Reaſon to regret our Toil and 
Expence fox the whole. And if God ſhall 


deny his Bleſſing on our Endeayours, as to 


the general Deſign, it may be theſe particular 
Youth may reap eternal Adyantage by what 
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xe do for them; and if but one in ten does 
ſo, we ſhall have no Cauſe to think much of 
the Expence. And if a Bleſſing be denied to 
all, we ſhall notwithſtanding! be unto God 
a ſweet Savour of Chriſt in them that periſh,” 
Ar TER the Trial I made of this Nature 
ſome Years ago, by the Aſſiſtance of the 
Honourable . London Commiſſioners, in 
the Education of Mr. Samſan Occom, one 
of the Mohegan Tribe, who has ſeveral 
Vears ſince — a uſeful School-Maſter and 
ſucceſsful Preacher of the Goſpel to the Iudiang 
at Montauk on Long-Iſland, where he took the 
Place of the Rev. Mr. Horton, Miſſionafy; 
and was, under God, inſtrumental to cure 
them, in a good Meaſure, of the Wildnefs 
they had — led inta by ſome Exhorters 
— New-England, and in a Judgment of 
Charity was the Inſtrument of faving Good 
to a Number of them. He was ſeveral Years 

ago ordained to the ſacred Miniſtry by the Re- 
verend Preſbytery of Suffolk County on ſaid 
Iſland ; and has done well, ſo far as I have 
heard, as aMiſhonary to the Oneida Nation, for 
twoYecars paſt. MayGod mercifully preſerve 
him, amidſt loud Applauſes, from falling into 
the Snare and Condemnation of the Devil! 
I ſay, after ſeeing the Succeis of this Attempt, 
I was more encouraged to hope that ſuch a

Length, and under ſuch Circumſtances as have 
been mentioned. But the Report of David 
confirmed by the Boys og their Return, has 
given ſuch Conviction of the Sincerity and 
Kindnefs of our Intentions towards them, as 
has removed all Objections. And nothing 
more is now neceſſary to our obtaining as 
many well-choſen Boys and Girls as we pleaſe, 
but to employ ſome faithful Miſſionary among 
them for that Purpoſe. 

I HAVE, been the more particular in this 
Account, becauſe I would: remove the un- 
reaſonable Prejudices raiſed againſt this Me- 
thod, by partial and unfair Accounts, and 
a Cry of enormous Expences, &c. And to let 
the World know there is nothing in it worthy 
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to be objected by one who is in earneſt to

War I have done for this School ſince 


its Beginning, in many expenſive Journies; 


(for none of which have I ever charged any 
Thing at all); in conſtant Care for their 
Health, in Endeavours to cure their ſavage 
Diſpoſition, and form their Minds and Man- 
ners to right Rules of Virtue and Religion, in 
extraordinary Care and Trouble for ſeveral of 
them 1n Sickneſs, in Expences by Company, 


not only of Engliſh but Indians at my Houſe, 


occaſioned thereby ; and incidental Charges 
in manyInſtances, none are able juſtly to eſti- 
mate, or likely ſo much as to think of many 


of them, but one who is intimately acquain- 


ted with the Buſineſs: In Conſideration for 
which I have had the Aſſiſtance of ſeveral of 
them a few Times in an extraordinary Croud 
of Buſineſs; and of late ſome Advantage by 
the School to two of my own Children. 
Which Reward: I ſuppoſe impartial Judges 
will not think to bear a very conſiderablePro- 
portion to theſe Expences which are not 
charged, and which in my Judgment 1 is not 
the one Tenth Part of them.
